Russell Appier entered a guilty plea on March 20, 1990 
before Judge Gavin. Mr. Appier's guilty pleas were for eight 
separate offenses covering four separate criminal complaints. On 
each criminal complaint Mr. Appier pled guilty to indecent exposure 
and corruption of minors. The guilty plea colloquys and sentencing 
records indicate that the defendant was placed on five years 
probation for each corruption of minors charge concurrent with each 
other . Concurrent to the corruption of minors charges , the 
defendant also received two years probation on each indecent 
exposure charge, each two year probationary period to be served 
concurrent to each other. Hence, in effect, the defendant, Mr. 
Appier will be serving a five year term of probation. If Mr. 
Appier ^ violates his probation within the first two years he can be 
found in violation of all eight charges and resentenced on all of 
them. If Mr. Appier is found to be in violation of his probation 
between the second and fifth year then he will be subject to being 
violated on only the four counts of corruption of minors . Mr. 
Appier was also sentenced to pay a $10.00 fine on all eight 
offenses as well as the cost of prosecution and have no physical 
contact with children under the age of fifteen, other than his own. 
Additionally, as a special condition of his probation Mr. Appier 
was ordered to enter and successfully complete a sex offender's 
program to be monitored by the Adult Probation Department. 
Complaint affidavits, sentencing sheets from the Clerk of Courts' 
Office and pages of the guilty plea colloquy form which Mr. Appier 
signed indicating and documenting the aforementioned facts are 
attached to this memo.

Russell C. Appier, 64, of Oak wood 
Lane, Valley Forge, was charged with 
the attempted rape after his victim, 
now 10, told her parents about the as- 
sault last month, according to af- 
fidavits filed with District Justice 
John T. Jeffers of Phoenxiville. The 
incident allegedly occured in 1986. 

Appier was also charged with in- 
decently exposing himself to the* two 
10 -year-old girls while they were vis- 
isting his home during the summer, 
according to the affidavits. 

Chester County' Detectives Lt 
Michael Cotter said the investigation 
is continuing. 

Appier was arraigned before Jef- 
fers and was released Thursday af-

Appier's wife, Linda, told police 
that Appier had seen a doctor after 
"similar" incidents that occured in 
the 1940s and 1950s, according to the 
search warrant 

Police said in the search warrant 
that Appier was arrested for the 
earlier incidents. Details of the 
earlier incidents were not included in 
the search warrant. 

According to the affidavits, Appier 
attempted to rape the 7-year-old girl 
in September or October of 1986. 

The girl told police that she was 
looking at plaques hanging on a 
hallway wall in the suspect's home 
when the asked her to come into his 
bedroom, according to the affidavits. 
The girl went into the bedroom and 



the suspect allegedly attempted to 
rape her there, according to the af- 
fidavits. 

The girl escaped from the room but 
not before the suspect allegedly 
slapped her, kicked at her and 
threatened her and her parents, ac- 
cording to the affidavits. 

The suspect also exposed himself to 
the girl on another occasion, accord- 
ing to the affidavits. 

Appier was charged with criminal 
attempted rape, indecent assault, 
simple assault and three counts each 
of indecent exposure and corruption 
of minors for the incidents, according 
to affidavits. 

He was charged with four counts 
each of indecent exposure, corruption 
of minors and endangering the wel- 
fare of children for allegedly exposing 
himself one time to one 10-year-old 
girl and three times to another 10 
year-old girl, according to the af- 
fidavits. 

All of the incidents allegedly took 
place during the summer.
